Mr* K. T. Randolph, applicant for the Division of Investigation, 
Department of Justice, spent the early part of his life in Vineland, New 
Jersey. His father runs a school stationery supply store in that town. 
Mr. Randolph went to Bucknell College and was there during the years from 
1923 to 1928. He received his B.A. degree in 1928. Mr. Randolph was an 
average student while at this school, his average being approximately 82 
or 83. He participated in athletics, namely, track. It is not known 
whether Mr. Randolph participated in any other extra curricular activities. 
As to Mr. Randolph* s moral character, he seems to have* led a normal life 
of a college student with the exception of one indiscretion in which he 
was involved while at school, the indiscretion being he was in an auto- 
mobile accident and it was later learned that one of the occupants, of the 
car was a married daughter of one of the professors of this school. 
Seemingly, no undue notoriety resulted from this affair; also, no litigation 
ensued. Mr. Randolph is quite well acquainted with Hugh Yates, a fraternity 
brother, who is now living in Dellos Palls, Vermont. He is likewise acquainted 
with Henry Reismier, whom it is believed still lives in Squirrel Hill, 
Pennsylvania. Both of the aforenamed students were fraternity brothers of 
Mr. Randolph and went to school with him during -the four years. 

lir. Randolph*, after leaving Bucknell College^ went to George- 
town University, Washington, D. C. , where he took up the study of law. 
He was graduated from Georgetown University in 1932. His average there 
was not known by the person who granted this interview, nor was any 
enlightenment obtained as to his moral character while at that institution. 
Mr. Randolph at present is a law clerk at Scott, Pierce & Scott, lawyers, 
in Camden, New Jersey. 

Mr. Nicholson, the gentleman from whom I obtained, this information, 
was a fraternity brother of Mr. Randolph while they were at Bucknell College. 
Mr. Nicholson was evidently a good friend of Mr. Randolph. In Mr. Nicholson* s 
opinion, Mr. Randolph is a good student (a little better than the average), 
has good moral qualities, and feels that Mr. Randolph has a very engaging 
personality.

Diiring the period of his assignment to administrative 
duties in the Laboratory !*&•• Boardman has evidenced a great deal of 
interest in the work performed. He has not had previous training 
in technical or scientific lines and this has been some handicap to 
him in his efforts to gain a general knowledge of the work and 
procedures followed in the Laboratory, as a result of which his 
progress in this direction «has naturally been slow. He appears, 
however, to be approaching the problem in this respect in an organized 
and enthusiastic manner. The employee seems to have a certain amount 
of executive and administrative ability, the full extent and value of 
which it has not been possible to accurately gage dTn:ing the period of 
his assignment here. I do believe, however, that this latent attribute 
is capable of further development. 

He does not, appear to have had much experience in the 
handling of personnel and his ability along this line has also been 
difficult to gage due to the short period he has been under my 
observation. So far he has indicated a desirable tendency to exact 
prompt and complete performance of assignments and to follow up assign- J' 
ments to personnel. On the other hand he has exhibited a tendency to ^^ 
be impatient with the shortcomings of other employees assigned to the 
Laboratory trO such a point that such impatience on his part approaches 
irritability during his discussions of the subject matter with the 
'employee i I think that with further experience in the handling\of

I talked to this employee i;oday, and; reviewed his personnel file 
with him* I pointed out certain derelictions oh his part Trithin the 
past rating period which mitigated against the possibility of promotion 
in, his -case on July Is t« Uri Boardman s.tated that he, is very much 
interested in the w6i*k of the Bureau, and he is quite hopeful of being 
.able to advance in tiie service •- \ks* Boardman indicaied ' that he has 
turned dovm offers; of commercial employment on several occasions of 
higher salaries 'than he is receiving in the Bureau* 

During 'tlie course of my convex^sation with this employee, I advised 
him that I wanted to refer to a matter on ,a personal .rather than aii official 
basis, n^elyi the fact that he madie certain remarks t? Mr. Coffey when he 
was assi^ed at the Seat of 'Government concerning the Agents* Insurance 
Fund, which rather le^t the JUnpression that he Jiad no.t given proper con- 
sideration to the reasons for the establishment "of this fund. Mr. Boardman 
stated that when this matter wa.s mentioned to him by Mfr. Coffey, he advised 
him that "he had just taken out a ;§56o6^ insurance policy and for that reason 
did not feel that he. cpjald aff9rd at that time to join the agents' fmd.

I informed him -that of course there was never any excuse for 
profanity; it lowered the impression which it. created; It did 
not credibly represent the dignity of tlae Bureau's instructors. 
He stated he wovdd be definitely guided by the instructions in 
tBe future. I considered his comments as tantMibtmt to his 
admission but he states he will refrain from the use of profanity 
in all futiire lectures.

On May 5, I958, I also had an opportunity to talk with 
Chief of Police Edward Brick of St» Cloud, Minnesota, -vdio was 
in attendance at the above school.

he believes this Agent to be. one of the outstediding among the nev/ Agents, in the 
Chicago Office and believes he is progressing in a very satisfactory manner*

could come back to it# He 'v/as in the -rooin v/ith me for approximately thirty or 
thirty-five minute s» I then watched him v/hen he v;ent back to his desk and he 
dictated to the stenographer for about four or five minutes and spent four or 
five minutes in conversation vdth her and Special Agents around his desk* It -was 
then noted that the stenographer ^vent home immediately and did not type the report 
that night» This Agent in my opinion vdll need careful and close supervision, for 
some time to come and it is felt that his development vdll be slow. He v/as 
observed on one or two other occasions dictating after his examination on the 
Manual of Rules and Regulations and Instructions, and he appeared to lose some 
time in assembling his work for dictation, v/hich v/ould waste a stenographer's 
time." . 

In a report dated Llarch 31, 1935 > SAC Ladd reports that Boardmau 
presents a good personal appearance, has a good personality, is very quiet and 
business-like in his demeanor, conscientious, vdllingly devotes overtime to his 
duties, dictation is good, reports are usually fair, requiring only average super- 
vision and that his status is good. He states that Boardman may be developed into 
a valuable man for use on dangerous assignments. During an inspection of the 
Chicago Office, in June 1935, by*2fr. Egeoi, SAC Purvis stated that Boardman is. a 
young man of very good personal appearance^ possesses a good personality, has a 
good T^orking knowledge of the work of the Bureau and applies , himself diligently 
and. was recently used on the No. 2 desk and in that capacity functioned quite 
well for one of his experience. He^ considered his status as good. Mr* Egan 
states that this Agent makes a. very good impression, has a good personal appearance 
and approach, is interested and willing. He considered his status as fair but 
believes he \dll develop with proper supervision. 

Following an i;aspection of the Los Angeles Office in September 1935, 
by Mr. Egan and Mr. ^%itley, SAG Dunn states that Boardman had rendered satis- 
factory services ,^ is well informed -ivith respect to the Bureau's practices and 
methods and has made satisfactory development, exercises good judgment, is at- 
tentive to his duties, develops his cases logically, works steadily, but not too 
rapidly. He appeared to a considerable degree to lack confidence in his oivn. 
judgment, and made very few decisions on his ovm initiative, but is improving, 
and states he regards him as a satisfactory and valuable employee. Mr. Egan 
stated this Agent presents a fair appearance, appears to be willing but not 
aggressive, lacking in assurance and almost an average investigator. 

In a memorandum for Uv. Tolson dated October 30, 1935, by the Director, 
Mr. Hoover stated that he had occasion to talk to Boardman and did not reach the 
same conclusion that the Inspector did, namely, that he was lacking in aggressive- 
ness and initiative although there is no doubt that he may need additional 
seasoxdng and experience, but manifested the attitude of wanting to learn. 

By a report dated September 30, 1935, SAO Dunn states this Agent presents 
a very good personal appearance, has a good personality, worjcs hard, has a ^ood 
knowledge of the work, is satisfactory for handling an assignment and all in all 
is a competent, satisfactory Special Agent.

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In a memoraaduin for the Director dated November 6, 1935, by Mr# TolsorL 
he states that he had occasion to talk with I»ir. Boardman, reaching the same 
conclusion that v/as reached by the Director and stated Boardman impressed him 
as being a very conscientious and desirable type of employee having a good 
personal appearance and believes he -will develop further in the service. 

In a memorandum for the Director dated November 5, 1935, Mr; H. H# 
Clegg states that SA Boardman attended the Retraining School for a period of four 
v/eeks beginning October 7, 1935 and that Boardman, in liis opinion, ms one of the 
outstanding men in the class, that he: had initiati^ve, intelligence, enthusiasm and 
intense interest and believes this Agent is ripe for a trial in. some position of 
a supervisory nature* Accordingly Boardman.: ^7as transferred to the Laboratory 
as an assistant supervisor. 

In a memorandum for Mr. Edwards dated January 27, 1936, by Mr. Coffey, 
he stated that Boardman had evidenced a great deal of interest in the work per- 
formed in the Laboratory although he was lacking in a^ technical and scientific 
background which was a handicap and indica.ted a desirable tendency to exact, 
prompt and complete^ performance of assignments and to follov; up assignments to 
personnel, but he exhibited a tendency to be impatient vdth the shortcomings 
of other employees assigned to the Laboratory, but it is believed that he may 
overcome this. ' " 

In a report dated March 31, 1936, Mr. Edwards states that Boardman in 
spi-fce of his lack of training and experience in scientific work, has developed 
in a very satisfactory maaaner as a supervi-sor in the Laboratory and Single 
Pingerpilnt Section. He considers that Boardman has a very promising future in 
an administrative capacity, as he has good judpaent, is forceful, presents a very 
good personal appearance and exhibits a very satisfactory attitude. His only 
criticism of Boardman is an impatient attitude in the handling of personnel but 
he has accepted criticism in this, respect in the proper spirit and he believes 
this tendency will disappear. 

In a memorandum, for the Director dated July 17, 1936, Mr. Lester 
states that although he did not hear Boardman talk before the Special Agents 
in Charge Conference, he does not think he would make a successful speaker. He 
is rather colorless and lacks "punch**, and roQommends that he be given no speak- 
ing assignments at the present time. 

In a memorandum for Mr. Tolson dated August 26, 1936, by Mr. Glavin, in 
regard to, the Agents* Insurance Fund, it is noted that Boardman is listed amohg 
those 7/ho do not desire to participate. 

At the supervisors Conference on September 10, 1936, Boardman was given 
an examination grade of 73, receiving a rating of Excellent in regard to his 
Notebook Grade on one lecture and Good on another. 

In a. letter dated October 29, 1936, from SAC Cbnroy, he stated that 
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follov'dng the instruction given by Boardman at ihe police school conducted at 
Coltmibus, Georgia^, from September 22 to September 26, 1936, he, made inquiries 
^concerning same and ascertained that Boardman lefb a very favorable impression* 

By a report dated November 30, 1936, SAC DiLillo states Boardman made 
a favorable impression, as Resident iigent at Huntington, West Virginia, that his 
investigations have been conducted efficiently and have required only limited 
supervision; that he has had no opportunity in the Pittsburgh Division to conduct 
investigations of cases requiring ei great deal of judgment, tact, and initiative, 
that he is Tvell acquainted v/ith the work of the Bureau, dictates v/ell, is a f&ir 
typist, and his rough drafts do not require many changes* He believes he would 
give a good account of himself in a dangerous situation. He is a careful automobile 
driver, has exhibited, no indication of executive ability. His vrork is^satisfactory. 

His file at this point reflects that lejbters have been received commejgiding 
Boardman for certain appearances before civic groups* ;. 

During .February, 1937, Boar.dman received a rating of Tery Good in con- 
nection with the automobile driving tests* 

By a report dated May 21, 1937, SAC Hntreiner reports that Boardman 
handles his v/ork in a good manner, his reports were well typed and required little 
supervision. He is of neat appearance, of mild manner and appears to lack drive^ 
and force., .He is occasionally slow In submitting reports and stated he had re- 
ceived many compliments ,on his -speaking ability* 

By a report dated June 2, 1937, SAC DiLillo states that Boardihan performed 
his duties as Resident Agent at Huntington, Tfest Virginia, very satisfaotoialy, is 
familiar with the ingles and regulations of the Bureau and haa applied them to the 
cases investigated by him. 

i 

Boardman makes a good appearance, enlists and maintains, the cooperation 
of , peace officer &, is a hard worker, is well qualified in delivering addresses 
before civic organizations, loyal to the Bureau, has given a good account, of him- 
self in dangerous situations, dictates well; his services have been very satisfactory, 
an4 he may possess executive ability. 

By a report dated June 18, 1937, SAC Reynolds states that Boardman is 
conscientious, a willing worker and has put in a great deal of overtime, is a fair 
typist and a good automobile driver; he considers^ this individual a good Agent and 
his work has been satisfactory. 

A memorandum for Idr. folson dated July 20, 1937, signed by the Director 
states that Mr* Boardman makes a vqry favorable personal appearance, seems to be 
enthusiastic about his work, is particularly desirous of overcoming such short- 
comings^ as have been reflected in his file in the past and seems to be entirely 
sincere in seeking advice relative to these matters and methods and measures he 
should take to overcome' them, and that if Jie is as sincere as he expresses himself 
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to be he. will soon overcome these shortcomings and be a valualDle mam^ath some 
executive possibilities. He states that he has acquired a greater degree of 
aggressiveness and forcefulness than he has had in the past* 

In a, memorandum for the Director dated July 19, 1937, Mr* Tolson stated 
that he talked with Boardman and v/as favorably Impressed by him. During the 
interviev; !&•♦ Boardman stated that he regretted that he had .not participated 
in the agents* fund^ that he felt for some time that he Y;.ould lilce to join* 
Subsequent to 1;his interview: Boardman joined the Insurance Pund* 

In a letter dated August 16, 1937, SAC Reynolds, states that Boardman 
is capable ofj handling all types of fireai^us, has a better than average knov/ledge^ 
of the technical equipment,* that the Agent's easy manner may leave the impression 
that he is lacking in aggressiveness and vigor, however, it is hijs observation 
that he is not lacking in either of these ^qualities and he i-^ better than -the 
average Agent. 

In. a memorandum for the Director dated August IS, 1937, by Mr. lilnce, 
he states that following a retraining school, it. is his opinLpn that this Ageiit 
has a good persona^iiy, nice appearance and v/as an outstanding man in his school, 
was particularly effective in crime scene work and the leadership he displayed 
was far superior to that of any of the others designated to handle supervisory 
positions in the theoretical problems. He made ona of the l^est, speeches before 
the class. Throughout the school, he evidenced an apparent desire to leave the 
impression of high interest on his part. He was apparently sincere in his efforts 
to shov; both the ability, \*ich he does possess, and his vd^liingness, and he rates 
him as Good, 

By letter dated September 29, 1937, 'SAC ^Jev/man states that Boardman has 
a good appearance, understands his v/ork, is not an outstanding Agent but is an 
average one. He is not 'particularly speedy but brings his work to a logical 
conclusion ^vith comparatively little %vasted effort* Dictation and his reports 
were good, made a sjplendid sho;ving in firearms training. He considers him a good 
man to ^se on raids. 

During an inspection of the Detroit Of face, on November 4, 1937, by 
2fr. Egan/ he states that Boardman presents a good appearance, seems willing and 
interested, and v;ould class him as an average Agent. 

Jn a Memorandum for the Director dgted January 25, 1938, !fr. Clegg 
recommended that 24r. Boai^dman attend the K.ngerprint School to start Jarwary^ 31, 
1938, in viev^ of the fact that Boardman has proved himself a very good instructor* 

In a memorandum for the Director dated February 19, 1938, I.lr. Hinoje 
in reporting the rating of the men T;ho attended the tv/o weeks* Fingerprint 
and Laboratory Instructors* School, rated Boardman number 2 in a class of 14. 
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In a personal and confidential letter to the Director from SAC Brantley, 
dated May 4, 1&38, he advises that Boardman in lecturing at the Police School held 
at lilnneapolis^ LSinnesota, is reported to have used considerable profanity to the 
annoyance of the professors in the University of Minnesota who attended as y/ell as 
the police officers. At the bottom of this letter is found i;he* following notation, 
"This is terrible and must be stopped at once. Call Boardman by phone. H." 

In a memorandum for the Director dated May 7, 1938, Ifr. Clegg advised 
that he had called Boar^dman. and informed.' >dm 1;hat the Bureau objected to the 
use of profanity by him, that it v/as a terrible reflection upon the Bureau and 
must be stopped at once and by a separate memorandum states that although Boardman 
did not admit using profanity his comments v/ere paraiaoimt to an admission that 
he did use profanity in his lectures. , 

In a letter dated May 11, 1938, Mr* J. C. Hey^man %ms advised to have 
Boardman be afforded a V/assexTnann. and Kahn test inasmuch as: he v/as present during 
a surveillance at the home of ,a man whom it rmsriat^r discovered suffered from a 
venereal disease. This v/as in connectipn ivith the Birdwid case. 

By a letter dated June 2, 1938, from SAG Bugas, it is noted that 
Boardman v/as given the Yfessermanit test and the report v/as negative. 

By a letter dated May 10, 1938,. SAC Nevanan recommended that the Bureau 
give consideration to. increasing the salary of Agent Boartoan^ This letter bore 
the notation, "To be considered in connection yvith efficiency ratings. T." 

In^ a report dated May 1, 1938, SAC Nevanan states this Agent has a good 
knovdedge of the Bureau's Y/orlc> presents a good appearance, is impressive in his 
contacts, his .v/ork has been very satisfactory. He has beeri av/ay from the 
district on special assignments much of the time and considerable of his time has 
been spent in delivering lectures before police training schools. Rrom all 
indications his lectures' have been very well received and he is well qualified 
for work of this nature. jBTe has shown initiative, good judgment, resourcefulness, 
but it, is felt that he could shov/ a little more enthusiasm about his work and 
attack his assignments ^vith a little more vigor. He 'is v/ell Versed in the use of 
firearms J he makes a good shov/ing in firearms training and is considered to be 
well qualified for dangerous assignments; his report work is good; he dictates 
well; he has given every indication of having a good understanding of the duties 
of his position. He types sett isf act ori.ly and is rated as a good automobile driver- 
He stated he had had no opporttmity as yet to observe Mm as a vatness. 

On. January 5, 1938, I^. Harry H. Bennett of the Ford Ifotor Company at 
Dearborn, ^lachigan, highly commended this Agent for his assistance during the 
disappearance of Mr. Bennett's daughter. This Agent failed to qualify vdth all 
firearms during the last two quarters of 1937. 

In a letter dated September 20, 1938, SAC Guinane states that Boardman 
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imkes a good appearance, is alv/ays carefully groomed and has a pleasing personality^ 
handles his assignments promptly and is a. good dictator and handles the duties of 
Acting Agent in Charge in a satisfactory manner. He is not afraid to use his ov/n 
initiatiye. and judgment; handles a type^vriter satisfactorily, is a good automobile 
driver and is well qualified in the use of firearms, and could be relied upon to 
take charge of a raid on a dangerous assignment, but has not had the occasion as 
yet to observe him testify but believes he T/ould make a creditable witness and 
has indicated that he is possessed of executive ability and vdth more experience 
v/ill make a good executive and .administrator. 

In a letter dated September 21, 1938,, SAC Guinane reports that on 
September l^r, 1938, Boardman was acting in his absence and that Agent J. C. 
Uertz reports i:hat in communicating with Boardman, Boardman used profanity 
in questi.pning him as to his location. Mr. Guinane advises that Boardman. states 
that he .does not recall saying this and that he will be careful in the future 
to avoid using any profanity in addressing any Agent.

United States Attorney KENNEDY, Brooklyn was 
very cordial and enthusiastic about the work of the FBI 
on the Ducase, The Judge who tried the case has written 
a very commendatory letter to the Director* Agent 
Prledemann was a real star performer. 

United States Attorney MILLER, Northern Ohio 
advised that BOARDMAN was doing an excellent Job. The 
office was clicking, and the whole office was doing a

Assistant United States Attorney ! L West 
Virginia advised that a West Virginia Judge had stated 
that BOARDMAN made the best reports he ever saw prepared 
by an Investigator when BOARDMAN was assigned to West 
Virginia. 

Uhlted States Attorney BUTLER, Connecticut said 
he was getting splendid cooperation. There Is a special 
case, the subject of which has en Italian-sounding name* 
TOM DODDS Is acting as Special Assistant, and Agent

Job, he states, and he feels that the case Is likely to 
be spectacular, and many | Imminent possibilities of a 
spectacular nature appear likely.

would come under the conscientious objector class. He 
advised the United States Attorneys to refer conscientious 
objector cases promptly to the FBI so that if there was 
a delay the responsibility would not be on the United 
States Attorney. This Is significant. 

There was rather widespread disagreement with 
the policy of the Department in not giving discretion 
to United States Attorneys in prosecuting conscientious 
objector cases. Outstanding among those who expressed 
views contrary to the view of the Department were Uhited 
States Attorneys KENNEDY, Brooklyn, PHILLIPS, New Jersey, 
BRANDON, Massachusetts, |and former United States Attorney 
LAJiAR HARDY, New York. 

United States Attorney CORREA, Southern District 
of New York gave a luncheon In an adjacent office on the 
28th floor for the entlr,e assembly. He was introduced 
by LAISAR HARDY as the yotingest United States Attorney in 
the nation and yet possessed with calm and poise. In 
fact HARDY made a rather flowery introduction. CORREA 
extended the invitation to all the conferees to attend 
the luncheon. 

United States Attorney GROBE, Western New York 
advised that Number One Man SCHLENKER of the Buffalo 
Office worked late every night until one or two o'clock, 
and he believed SCHLENKER has an inside office. He 
stated that when he catches the bus in the morning he 
looks very sleepy and if something isn't done to relieve 
SCHLENKER, he is going to die. I explained to him the 
Director's Instructions about recreation and vacation 
and further that it was SCHLENKER »s own choice rather 
than Instructions which caused him to work so long although 
his choice was based upon the heavy volume of work. SROBE 
stated that SCHLENKER appeared to be running the office. ' 
He stated that this may in fact be unfair but whenever 
he calls for PIPER, PIPER is '*in conference". He stated 
PIPER in fact may be working Just as hard as SCHLENKER, 
but SCHLENKER needed some relief. I called Mr. HARBO 
about this, and asked that he submit a special memorandum

United States Attorney GROBE stated the agents 
were all doing a "bangup" good Job. He had nothing but 
praise for them, 

LAI^R HARD5f, former United States Attorney, now 
of the Selective Service Hearing Board, stated that with- 
out previous conference he and the two other members of 
the hearing board today had Informed LINTON COLLINS that 
It was miraculous that all the FBI reports were unbiased, 
factual and complete in detail. No doubt, he stated, the 
agents frequently felt like ^'knocking somebody »s block 
off", but this was never; reflected in reports.- I told 
him that Mr. HOOVER personally instructed the agents to 
show this attitude, and he desired that his report be 
made known to Mr. HOOVER. 

Mr. HARDY further stated that reports are at 
times rather lengthy and I explained the necessity of 
including not only evidence and Information of value to 
the United States Attorney and the Hearing Boards but 
also explained that enoiigh backgroxmd information must 
be given to permit agents in other divisions to continue 
the investigation logically and thoroughly* He stated 
the Job was being done both logically and thoroughly. 



Iftiited States Attorney HTJTCHESON, Eastern 
Virginia stated that both, officers in his district are 
! doing good Jobs. He stated he hasn>t seen a great deal 
! of BOBBITT, but everything was O.K»^ The division of 
the work in the district^ In answer to a question, he 
stated, was less convenient, but obviously necessary, 

tJhlted States Attorney BRANDON of Boston stated 
there was as much as two or three days delay on certain he 
types of cases which required action within seven days,, 
and the volume of work | was explained to him and he 
was not critical of the delay.

Basis for Recommending^SACs' 
Placed onTrobation as a Result of 
Inspections 

The inspection of a field office and^ne operations and 
administration of the office are divided into five usual groupings: 
(1) Physical Condition and Maintenance^ (2) Investigative Operations} 
(3) Administrative Operations; (i) Personnel Supervision and (5) Contacts. 

The basis ^ich I have been employing in recommending that 
Special Agents in Charge be placed on probation rests on the over-all 
picture of the general administration and operations of the office as 
shown by the report of tiie Inspector. As a guide in this connection, if 
as many as two of the above five classifications are reported in a status 
less than goodi this would indicate the likelihood that a recommendation 
for probation would be made. 

For example, the inspection of thelOklahoma City Office by SAC 
Kitchin reports the Physical Condition and Mamtenance good, Investigative 
Operations fair, Administrative Operations fair, Personnel Supervision 
fair and Contacts good. Because there were three of the five. classifica- 
tions not up to a status of good, it was recommended that MrjfBanister be 
placed on probation, and this was done. "i^^^

Except in the case of seriouely^aggravatlng or definite mitigating 
circumstances when the inspections are conducted with uniform thoroughness, 
I believe it to be a good automatic basis to recomend probation when as 
many as two of the five classifications of supervision are below a status 

fl of good. This, of course, is to be modified whenever any one of the situa- 
tions in a field office becomes so deplorable as to justify the placing on 
probation of an SAC because of a specific act or series of acts even under 

|the same classification. 

It is noted, for example, that SACslloss,)j|bbaticchio and/JBoardmaD 
are also on probation but the probation was M the^lesult of a fi^jS office 
inspection but because of incidents arising which justified the action talcen. 

SAC^uhnel of Memphis is on probation because more than one of the

It is practically certain that the dissension and objections' which 
may exist originate in the stenographic section of the Cleveland Field Divi 
sion* Of eighteen stenographers Interviewed, eight made various statements 
commenting adversely on the attitude of tte Agent in Charge, the woik required 
of the stenographers, and in general, ejqpressed dissatisfaction. The other 
ten stenographers interviewed stated in generd that they were pleased, had w 
coi^lainte to register, and favorably |c<mented upon the treatment accorded 
them by the Special Agent in Charge and the other supervisory officials of 
the of fice. ; . I

The con^laints seemed to narrow down to the attitude of the Agent h 
Charge in dealing with the stenographers, the nunber of pages that each stenp- 
gr^ber is expected to type daily, and the overtime that has been requested 
of them. Each of these items will be | discussed herein from the stenographer^ 
point of view, based upon their observations as submiited at the time the in^ 
quiries were made of than. 

With reference to the Special Agent in Chaise Umself, It was pointi»d 
out that he has fine administrative ability, but has little humane interest. 
One employee stated that she is very uncomfortable when the %)ecial ^ent in 
Charge is in her presence, and that she would not go to him with ar^ of her 
problems.

Each stenographer in the Cleveland Field Division Is required dally 
to report to a designated stenographer {the number of pages she has tn)ed that 
day, together with information as to the amount: of dictation she has taken^ 
and the clerical work performed by'herl The record of pages typed is matte on 
a slip of paper immediately after eachlpage is completed. This information 
is conq)iled for the purpose of determihing the number of pages produced each 
day by the respective stenographers, for the purpose of recording at the end

of appropriate periods the average pfodaction| of each stenographer. The tul- 
ber of pending dajs nork for each stenographer is eoqnited oB the basis of 
28 pages for one day, and the stenographers feel that they aw expected to 
turn out 28 pages daily. If their average isl below this figure, or if they 
leaye without a representative nunber of pages having been typed for the da? 
they have someirtiat of a guilty feeling, ! 

On this basis, the stenographers stated, if they do not feel well, 
or have reason for not being up to pir, they will bejobliged to work twice as 
hard the next day to raise their javerage. One girl comparatively new at thsi 
office, departed recently in a riih^ upset condition because her particulaJ 
average for the day was low and she was of the impression that it would re- 
fleet against her. Some of the ^tendgr^hers interviewed claiaisd that the 
number of pages completed by a girl does not necessarily reflect her true 
ability, as there is^a wide variance in the type of woric being handled by 
them* They did mention, however,| that this type of work would, on an' average 
be equitably distributed among al^ ofi them; One girl plainly stated that A 
works too hard and too long. It was stated tliat the number of pages expectjd 
of each employee is no real, grea^ effort, and the girls appreciate apy honit 
con9)etition, but feel as though they are required to maintain this average, 
regardless of how. they feel on certain days. The knowledge that they are thus 
required to coaplete so many pages, places them under! a certain tension, *ith 
necessarily is reflected in the caliber of work produised by thea« .

General: 



In general, the girls in this particular category stated that they do 
not feel at ease, and on the other hand, work under pressure^ They claim they 
have the feeling that they are being watched, and that they are being instruc- 
ted in every little detail, Scane of the stenographers indicate that they Ju^ 
cannot relax under such conditions. 

The knowledge as to the conditions cited above is in possession of 
practically all of the stenographic employees, and although some of them stetU 
they have no personal knowledge, nor are they personally affected, they are 
aware of such comments and feelings being manifested by the other stenographers 
They have heard it discussed in the wash room, at lunch, and at other times 
that stenographers get together. !

As one girl indicated, "I have worked for bigger bears than he and 
consequently his attitude does not affect me". The others commented along 
similar lines to the effect that his brusqueness did not bother them, but that 
they could see how others more sensitive could be affected.

A large cross-section of the jagents attached to the office disclosed 
that the Special Agent in Charge has done a splendid job in administering the 

] functions of the Cleveland Field Division* The office is. running smoothly, 
and he has reorganized it and set it up on an efficient basis. He is an in- 
dividual who commands respect, will welcome suggestions from fellow employees, 
and although strict and firm, he is well liked by the agents. He has had a 

^ tough job to do and has been successful in his efforts. Another agent ex- 
plained that he treats old and new agents alikei, and has put the office in the 
best shape it has been in for years. It was indicated that he has conplete 
control of the personnel, and that! they have no hesitancy in coming in to see 
him at any time, regardless of the problems on their minds. 



It was explained also by many | of the stenographers that some of the 
girls perhaps do not like to .be told that their work is not average, or up to 
the par of some of the better employees. Consequently, their reaction to uih 
favorable or adverse comment on the part of the Special Agent in Charge is 
that he is exerting pressure on them. It was also indicated that many of the 
stenographers now attached to the Cleveland Field Division are from other sec* 
tions of the country, and may not ije aljle to adapt themselves to the new en- 
vironment. In the same connection, many of them are holding their first busi- 
ness positions and may not be able !to a!djust themselves to Bureau procedure. 

The stenographers who favorably commented upoA the Special Agent in 
Charge, and indicated that there wis no! unfavorable situation existing in 
the office, are listed as follows: , ; 




It is also to be noted that of {the twenty-two agents interviewed in 
connection with this matter, none adversely ctasmeoted upon the Special Agent 
in Charge, his conduct or administration of the office, nor did they indicate 
there was any pressure or tension in the office as far as they were concerned.

Inforaation was also obtalnedj that some tiine ago at a conference 
the Special Agent in Charge referred to an inclctent involving the morals of

Many of the clerical en^loyees' working in the Chief Clerk's Office 
were interviewed, but none of them appeared to be affected by any so-called 
pressure or tension, and everyone interyiewed, without exception, claiiwd 
that he or she is personally satisfied with the manner in which the office is 
administered, and also is in accord^ with the way they are treated by the Spe- 
cial Agent in Charge. i 



C0NCLUSI(»I3 AND RECQMMSNDATIONS 

I From all the interviews conducied, it is believed that there is no 
one employee, either of the investigative or clerical personnel, who may be 
considered poisonous or a bad influence ^about the office. There is no one 
person who is maliciously spreading gossip or trying to create unrest among 
the other eiiq}loyee8. Some of the stenographers undoubtedly differ in their 
personalities, as many are more sensitive than others, and consequently, their 
reactions to the attitude of the Special' Agent in Charge will likewise be re- 
flected in different ways. It is also believed that there is no situation now 
existing in the office with regard to the feelings of the stenographic person- 
nel that cannot be remedied. The statements were made that perhaps some of 
the employees who were disturbed were from other sections of the country, but 
upon reviewing the names of the employees who commented one way or another it 
is apparent that they are from all sections, even including those from the city 
of Cleveland.

In the same connection, there is basis for the belief that perhaps 
the Special Agent in Charge might adopt a j^re friendljjattitude with his em- 
ployees, mingle more with them, share their troubles and invite a discussion 
of their pers onal problems with him. As was indicated above, the presence of 
Special Agent I I the fomer Number 1 Man, acted as a balancing effect 
in temperament, inasmuch as he was pleasant, cheerful, and receptive to the 
problems and complaints of the anployees. The Special Agent in Charge might 
possibly be more explanatory and not so short and curt in his answers as indi- 
cated. 



It is also believed that if the Agent in Charge would not act too 
pcHBpoua or too authoritative about the «j,mce hei could still retain the^s- 
pect of thq. employees^^and at the same tliae secure more] of their goodwill.

An anonymous letter addressed to the Bureau, apparently fey a 
stenographer in that office, indicated that SAC L. VOoardman is a 
slave-driver, has an autocratic attitude and a crude demeanor, resulting 
in dissension and nervous tension 'which prevents employees from doing 
their best. The anonymous letter complainted of excessive overtime without 
extra salary and affirmed the loyalty ;and patriotism of the employees. 

'■ i : 
SAC R. A. Guerin proceeded t;o Cleveland following the Inspector's 

Conference in Washington to inquire into this matter* Mr. Guerin reports 

as follows; ' i 

Twenty-two Special Agents were interviewed. None adversely 
commented upon the Special Agent in Charge, his conduct or administration, 
nor did they indicate any pressure or tension tut instead they described 
Boardman as doing a splendid job in administering the functions of the office 
They advised that the office was running smoothly. They stated that he had 
reorganized it and set it up on an 'efficient basis. He commanded respect, 
welcomed suggestions and, although firm and strict, was well liked ly agents. 
They felt that he has a tough job to do and has been successful in his effortp. 
It was indicated that the office was in the best shape, that it has been in 
for years. He was described as having | complete control over the personnel 
and the agents had no hesitancy in 'going to see him in regard to their probleijis 

Many of the clerical employees in the Chief Clerk's Office were 
interviewed. None of them appeared to 'be affected ly so-called pressure or 
tension. They all claimed to be personally satisfied, and in accord with the 
way they are being treated by the Special Agent in. Charge. ; : / 

Eighteen stenographers were interviewed.' Ten of;th.em^cffl^en^^ 
favorably with reference to the SAC; acivised that there wks'npvlraK^ 
situation existing in the office. Some of them indicated tha|^5gme of ;tlle^:s 
stenographers do not like being told tl^t .their work is nptWrg^aitliisf gq^ 
as the work of better employefes and ihey interpret unfaVCre commient 
as "pressure." They also indicated that some ofl^ffie^^stehogi^phers 
are from other sections of thb country and have been unable to adapt^ 
themselves to the new environment; that some of them are holding the, 
first business positions. . , 
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Eight of the stenographers coMented adversely concenung the 
SAC. They expressed dissatisfaction with Mr. fioardman^s attitude, which 
they described as sarcastic, stem, brusque, unfriendly, as making them 
want to fight back v?hen he talks to them, as putting the stenographers on 
the defensive, as answering questions 'vaguely and as inaking their suggestions 
appear foolish* They also commented adversely concerning Boardman's 
administrative ability* advising he had no humane interest and made the 
employees uncomfortable in his presence. They advised they would not go 
near him with their problems. In one |instance he jumped on a new agent who 
was late to a conference but who had tieen sent out by another supervisor. 
Boardman was also described as "one wlio jumped on you with both feet." 
Other comments were that Boardman didii»t appreciate and understand the 
problems of the employees. He has an officious manner and is tactless. 
When he comes into a room where the agents are dictating, the agents even 
"freeze up," and the office runs more 'smoothly when he is away. 

The above facts \vere made known to Mr. Boardman ty telephone and 
he was told to write his explanation. 'He advised over the telephone that 
he considered the allegations incorrect and that there might have been some 
misinterpretation of his attitude but, | at least, his feeling in the flatter 
was far from that indicated by the eight stenographers. He also advised, ly ^ 
letter, that he had endeavored to encourage employees to bring their personnel 
Droblems to him; that he continually keeps the doors to his office open for 
the purpose of encouraging ingress to his officej and that he daily confers 
with various employees on personnel and administrative matters and knows it 
is possible for employees to see him at any time unless otherwise engaged. 
He advises that it has been his policy 'to afford appropriate attention to the 
problems of the employees and advise them in accordance with established 
Bureau policy and procedure. He has nJt attempted to curry their favor nor 
has he at any time induced them to feel that his office should be a place 
for them to engage in idle gossip or conversation, but definitely he has 
encouraged the. employees to bring their personnel problems to him and he feels 
they are doing so. j 

ADTCR3F. COMiaTR CCMCERMING REQUIRED PRODDCTION "F STENOGRAPHIC WORKi 

I 

Mr. Guerin reports that each stenographer is required daily to reporj; 
the number of pages she has typed, the amount of dictation taken and the 
amount of clerical work performed. This information is compUed so as to 
determine the number of pages produced each day for the purpose of recording 
over various periods the average production of each stenographer. . The average 
per diem production is computed and thejf have a guUty feeling if their 
individual ai^erage is below the office average. One girl was said to have 
departed from the office recently in an ^upset condition because her werage 
for the day was low and she thought her iaverage would reflect against her. She 
was comparatively new at the Cleveland (^ffice. Some of the stenographers 
stated, however, that there was a wide variance in the type of work that was 
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being handled, but tiiat the work on an average over a standard period of 
time would be equitabl/ distributed. One girl stated she worked too hard 
and too long; that the number of p^ges expected of her caused her to feel 
that they were required to maintainj this average each day regardless of 
how they might feel and this created tension which was reflected in the 
caliber of the work produced. If ai stenographer falls below the average 
on one day she feels that she miist ivork harder the next day to raise her' 
average. Mr. Guerin explained ty phone that: there is no required average 
announced for the stenographers, although the average is being recorded. 

I , ■ - 
Mr. Boardman advises concerning the required production schedule 
that there is not and has not been any specific requirement as to the number 
of pages a stenographer must type each day. The stenographers' dai]y report 
tomis fiUed out. This is an approved Bureau form and there are no other 
requirements concerning these reports. At the end of each month he compiles 
the average number of pages typed by] each stenographer, together with a 
computation of the clerical work periTormed each day during the month. This 
enables him to prepare proper efficiency ratings, to judge the stenographer! 
on a comparative basis and. provides i basis for his discussion of shortcomijgs 
VTLth indiyiaual employees. He claims! to have infomed the stenograohers th^t 
they should not be page-conscious but; instead should concentrate their attention 
on increasing their ability, which would automatically take care of the paeJ 
average. \ '' ° 

i .■ 
UHFAVORABLE CQMM EHTS CONCMir, REQaiRED OVRRTTMB. 

Some of the stenographers advised that they do not desire to be told 
that it is necessary for them to work lovertime and they do not react favorably 
to requirements of this sort. It was reported that on October 19, I942 SAC 
Boardman advised at a conference of clerical employees that "Effective imnedJately. 
two hours overtime daily will be necessary." This was put into effect to clear 
up delinquencies and was maintained for four or five days. This was foUowedl by 
a requirement for one hour overtime. ;They complained that the two hour overtime 
lor this period applied to everybo(%r although there were not more than six or! 
eight stenographers who had considerable delinquencies on their books. Some of 
the stenographers complained that in making the announcement for the overtime! 
the SAC was brusque and tactless. 

During October, the record shpws that one hour and 2i minutes was 
performed ly the stenographers as average daily overtime in the Cleveland office 
This was only 3 minutes higher than the' average for September. The average for 
August was one hour and I5. minutes and for July, ^6 minutes. 

Boardman advises that he specifically instructed all stenographers on 
one occasion to perform two hours per day overtime until further notice. He 
clalas he told them the reason for this {request; that the request was made on 
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Cctober 21, 19^, and continued in effect until Saturday, October 24, 1942; 
that at that tiiiie 500 pages were delinquent and this was reduced to a 
delinquency of approxLiately 100 pages by Saturday, October 2ilth, which he 
states is a positive indication that ihe delinquency was not warranted, fie 
claims that the overtime was occasioned 'by an unnecessary amount of delinquency 
and it was his firm conviction that the persons responsible for the delinquency 
had not made a proper effort to reiiiove this delinquency, fle claims that his 
views were made known to the stenographers who had refused to accept the 
responsibility o£ volunteering the required overtime. He claims that the 
overtime changed on Saturday, October 2i4!th, in view of the "alleviated 
delinquent status of the work" but he pointed out that those who were still 
delinquent would have to perform two hours a day overtime until their work 
was current. This, he stated, was in order to obtain an equitable distribution 
of the work and to keep employees from having to assume a disproportionate 
share of the work. -Aside from this one jinstance, he claims there have never 
been any specific overtime requirements in the Cleveland office. 

Mr. Boardraan advises that he believes in having strict discipline 
in an office but he most certainly encourages his employees to discuss their 
problems with him and he endeavors to lend a friendly and attentive ear. 



CQI^CLUSIOiNS : ; 

I 

1. Mr. Guerin concludes that 'SAC Boardman might adopt a more 
friendly attitude, might mingle with the employees more, share their troubles 
and invite a discussion of their personal problems. He indicates Boardman 
should give explanations rather than be 'short and curt in his answers. 

Although there were no complaintemade by the agents or by the 
clerical employees and no complaints made by 10 of the 18 stenographers 
interviewed, Ln view of the fact that there were 8 stenographers who evidenced 
an improper attitude toward Boardman, Mr. Guerin feels it is quite likely that 
Boardman is at least partially to blame ;and that the attached letter should be 
written to him, suggesting that he be more careful in his attitude and in his 
personnel relationships. i 

2. Although there is no specific requirement for production of 
stenographers, there does not appear to 'be any harm in maintaining the 
stenographic reports and in computing the production of the employees on a 
monthly basis. Boardman should, however, call to the attention of the employees 
what is being done with these reports and the fact that their rating is not 
based exclusively on quantity of production. 



3. There seems to be some doubt that Boardman should have required 
all the stenographers to perform two hours overtime when he felt that* some of 
them were delinquent because of a lack of satisfactory productiveness and 
application. 



It is recommended that the attached letter be sent to Boardman, 
in which he is instructed to deal with |these problems individually as the 

facts might justify. I

Pursuant to your request I telephoned Mr 
Connelley at Phicago and inquired concerning his opinion o/j^^**^T 
Assistant SACXBelnon't. Connelley \said that based upon his J." g^^* 
observations both at ^^ew ^ork City and Chicago he thought i 

Belmont did not have the capacity\to handle the Chicago Miss Gaiidy, 
Office, He said as a matter of fact he thought that he coulii — " 
only handle a very smll office if any at all. He said he based 
his opinion on his observation of\Belnont^s general knmledge, the 
handling of personnel, judgment and ability to analyse a situation 
in addition to other qualities. Connelley felt that he was OK as 
an 'assistant but that he did not have a very high ceiling. 

I later inquired of him as to whom he might recommend to 
run the Chicago Office. He said certainly there was no one in Chicago 

^ now who could handle it and he was most sceptical about anyone in the 
field who could possibly be spared. He said he would, go over the list 
and when^he called back h^recommended in order SAOs^Conroy/Hood, 

^j^Pieper,j(^cKee,AJ)onegan anf^hantley. He said he understood that 
probably none of these men could be relieved of their. present assign- 
ments and he would thereafter recoimend in order MCsXBugas /(Thornton, 

j\Sears,J\Lrayton,](^oucy andABoardman. I specifically inquired of him 
what he thought of SACfj^iper at Buffalo. [ He said he had had but two 
or three contacts with Piper and did not know him very well but from-, 
those contacts he felt Piper was j)robably just average. He further 
stated that he felt the Chicago Office was run down., that the .fullest 
possibilities werenot being realised there and that the office needed 
someone who was strong enough to rejuvenate the whole situation. \' 

I also called SAC Conhy who stated that Belmont defifiitely 
was not of the caliber to run the\Chicago Office. He said ielkonr' 
did not have the maturity of judgment and just was not h^e,aoy enough 
to operate a big office. He said\Belmont apparently was carrying '^'■ 
on all right as Assistant at Chicago and might get along in a small 
office. He too pointed out that Chicago has lapsed into a second 
rate office which it should not be and thatwith;-a strong man in 
control it could soon be built up\ into a key offi^^ 
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Conroy said ^fhaf.he felt of' all if 
possibly available 'to iake\over Chicago he^muM^h 
SAC Kenneth Piper of the. Buffalo Office. ^^- ^ ^^'^' 
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is a work. horse, he has ideas, is aggressive and seemed to ftaye real 
ability. He stated Piper was certainly head and shoulders above 
Belmont, i told Conroy to get in his prelininary report on the J 
Chicago inspection imediately and^to particularly cOMinent concerning 
Belmont^ s ability. I

the Chief Clerk of said Bureau, to be included in said fund. Payment 
will be made for death by self-destruction after the Agent has been a 
member of the fund for two years. It is understood and agreed that the 
sum tendered herewith is a voluntary, gratuitous contribution to said fund, 
which I understand is to be administered in the following manner: 

The Director of the Bureau will appoint a committee which shall 
consider all matters pertaining to the acquisition, safe keeping and ex- 
pending of said fund, which committee will recommend appropriate action to 
the Director of the Bureau in pertinent matters. The Chief Clerk of said 
Bureau shall receive all contributions and account for same to the Director. 

Upon the death of any Special Agent, the appointed committee will 
consider the case and submit a recommendation to the Director as to its 
conclusions. Appropriate instructions will then be issued to the Chief 
Clerk, directing him to pay to the designated beneficiary the sum of $5,000.

In January of 1938, Mr* Harry H. Bennett of the Ford Motor Company highly 
commended this Agent for the assistance he rendered dtiring the time Mr. Bennett «s 
daughter was missing. In December of 1938,, while acting as Agent in Ciharge of the 
Kansas City Office in the absence of SAC Guinane, he was criticized by the Bureau for 
iising profanity in contacting a fellow employee. In June of 1939^ Hr» Hince reported 
that this Agent was among the three or four top performers in the Instructors* School 5 
that he had appearance, poise, fluency, and a good knowledge of the Bureau^s woricj that 
he would be suitable as an instructor in any type of police sdiool covering all types 
of investigative and administrative subjects. ,In October, 1939, he was comended for 
his efforts in helping to make the Reunion and Retraining Course of the FBI National 
Police Academy Associates successftii. 

RECORD AS SAC AT IgLY^AUKEE ; 

In April of 19A0, he v/as criticized for not immediately acceding to the request 
of Joseph Kluchesky of the Itilwaukee Police Department that he be permitted to attend 
a firearms training session with Bureau Agents and NPA gradxxates. In May of 1940, the 
Director expressed his surprise and disappointment at Mr. Boardman's failure to become 
acquainted v/ith the editorial staff of the Milwaukee Journal, although Mr". Boardman had 
been in Milwaukee since December, 1939 • On 4-18-41^ the Director commented on seeing 
SAC Boardman and stated he made a favorable impression, seemed to be interested in his 
work and to be fully cognizant of the responsibilities incident to the current emergency. 

RECORD AS SAC AT CLEVELAND : 

In November, 1941, Mr. Boardman was censured for his failure to closely follow 
and promptly notify the Bureau concerning a matter involving Agents J. Faziola and A* P* 
Gunsser who were arrested for speeding while driving a Bureau auto. In February, 1942, 
he vras criticized for the manner in which he handled the initial inquiry from a repre- 
sentative of a Cleveland newspaper relative to the shooting of Ivan Graham Phillips, 
bank robber. In August of 1942, lir. Boardman was criticized for his improper adminis- 
tration of the Cleveland Office which was reflected in the matter involving the necessity 
of taking disciplinary action against Agents J. C. Parks, J. J. Kelly and Paul V. Hagan, 
in view of their handling of a complaint concerning, a matter which should have been re- 
ferred to the Secret Service authorities. Also in August, 1942, he was criticized for 
his failure to Issue appropriate instructions to personnel under his supervision which 
was reflected in theiiBbance of a clerical employee forwarding to the Chief of Police 
at Canton, Ohio, a oopy^of a letter addressed to the Bureau which contained information 
'concerning irregularities in the Canton, Ohio, Police Department.

On 8-13-42 SAC Boardman was placed on probation' as a result of his poor handling 
of administrative, matters in the Cleveland Field Division inasmuch as a review of the 
files reflected that several complaints which should have been referred to the Secret 
Service authorities had beeri^ mishandled. Also in August, 1942, he vras comended by the 
Director for the part he played 'in arranging a program that v/as broadcast over the radio. 
During the August, 1942, inspection of the Cleveland Field Division, Itr. Harbo stated 
tliat SAC Boardman had done a good job of organizing and administering the work of the

Cleveland Office; that he made good contacts and had generally done a good job as 
Special Agent in Charge at Cleveland ♦ 

In December of 19A2^ Sac Boardman ivas notified that the Bxireau had reviewed 
the findings of Mr. Guerin dixring his inquiries at the Cleveland Office relative to an 
anonymous complaint that had been received by the Bureau. Mr. .BoarcJman v/as informed that 
critical comments had been made concerning his attitude j that he had been variously des- 
cribed as being sarcastic, stem, brusque and unfriendly. He rras requested to assume 
a more friendly attitude and to correct the lack of proper personnel relationship v/hich 
apparently existed in the Cleveland Office. 

In the January, 1943^ inspection report of the Cleveland field Division, Mr. 
Harbo stated that/ Sac Boardman ^vas rather cold at times and it was difficxjilt to really 
know him but that he had mellowed considerably and v^as getting closer to his employees; 
that he had the necessary and essential ability to* administer the operations of a field 
office; that he made a good impression on the public, performed a large amount of over- 
time, was firm, definitely loyal and dependable, and was a capable Special Agent in Charge* 
In March of 1943> SAC Boardman was notified that the long-distance telephone facilities 
had been unncessarily utilised in communicating vfitht the Bureau concerning a matter which 
could have been handled appropriately by teletype or by air-mail letter. -In May, 1943^ 
SAC Boardman informed the Bureau of the development of personal differences and friction 
betv/een Special Agents Harold V. Carey and Houston H. Slate, who are both assigned on 
a highly confidential technical surveillance. SAC Boardman has been requested to 'Obtain 
statements from these Agents and upon repeipt of these statements a. brief of the matter 
Tfill be submitted 'for your consideration. 

YffiAK POINTS : 

It has been reported that SAC Boardman was at times rather* cold and difficult 
to really know, and that in some instances his manner has appeared to reflect .ani'un- 
friendLy and 'brusque attitude. ' 

STRONG POINTS : 

It has been reported that lir. Boardman presented an excellent appearance, per- 
formed a large amount of overtime work, and^was definitely dependable and loyal to the 
Bureau.

The Cleveland Held Office was last inspected by Mr. Guerin from January 34-29, 
1943* For the Director* s information, the various functions of the office were rated at 
that time by the Inspector and subsequently revised by the Training and Inspection Division 
as folloviTS:

This position has "been designated as a key position hy the Review 
Committee of the War Manpower Commission. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the sole 
civilian government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investiga- 
tion of matters pertaining to national defense such as espionage, sabotage, 
registration of agents of foreign principals, sedition, treason, and the like, 
and further, the Federal Bureau of Investigation has sole investigative jurisdic- 
tion in a great number of other Federal statutes which enjbrace bank robbery, 
kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic, National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and 
•numerous others. The investigative work in connection with the above violations 
is performed by the Special Agent personnel of this Bureau, who are reci:uited from 
applicants between the ages of twenty- three and forty. They must be graduates of 
a law school or an accounting school with, the necessary accounting experience, or 
graduates -of a university with extensive investigative experience, or with linguis- 
tic qualifications, or have basic educational training and, possess satisfactory 
prior law enforcement experience wKich v^ill enable them to satisfactorily perform 
the duties imposed upon theni. For certain of the scientific investigative work, 
Special Agents are secured who primarily are qualified in the sciences, such as 
ballistics, chemical analysis, speciography, cryptography, ,mineralogy, metallog- 
raphy, toxicology, and other like sciences. Applicants for appointment to the 
position of Special Agent must meet the physical staindards and requirements Tor 
this position-, which are exceedingly high. They must have vision of no less than 
20/40 in one eye, '20/50 uncorrected, both eyes to be corrected to 20/20. They 
must have no color deficiency whatever. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation undergo a rigorous 
training program. All newly appointed Special Agents in the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation attend training classes f or ^a period of nixteeh weeks; the hours of 
training are from 9:6o,a.m/to 9:00 p. m\ daily, v;hioh uourso of study is equivalent 
to two full years of college study. During this, period of training, they are 
thoroughly .ihstiructed in the basic rules and regulations and jurisdictions of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation. They must satisfactorily pass numerous written - 
examinations during their period of training. If a trainee fails to pass any of 
these examinations, he is- dropped from the school. 

The duties of ^ a Special Agent of the Federal .Bureau of ^Investigation are 
most arduous.' They must be available'' at a moment's notice to go- to any part of 
the United States , or to any assignment outside the United States. The hours of 
duty for these employees are such that tfiey-must be dn excellent physical health. 
The .average ^work week for a Special Agent \of the Federal Bureau of Investigation . 
is no less than seventy Jiours. The work of a Special Agent, regardless of his 
particular qualification, is such that he ;cannot lead a sedentary or well regulated 
life. Due to the small number of Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investi-. 
gation presently handling the work under the jurisdiction of the^ Federal Bureau 
of Investigation within and without the continental United States, it is necessary 
that the entire staff be highly mobile. 

Special Agents are required t^o be able to conduct investigations in 
more vthan 100 types of cases, including^ espioiiage , sabotage, subversive activities, 
frauds against the government, kidnaping, extortion, bank robbery, White Slaye 



>»*ai« 
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Traffic Act, etc. They' are trained in and required^r^to maintain constant skill in 
the use of highly technical equipment, technical processes , such as those neces- 
sary for the development of latent fingerprints, concealed or obliterated numbers 
upon firearms, to understand the use of code messages,'' to conduct physical surveil- 
lances of subjects,,of espionage and similar cases,' sometimes for periods of many 
months, and 'Wli'en necessary, to^assume a necessary charaqter to enable them to fit 
in an undercover capacity into the -activities and .operations of groups such as 
foreign agents, who are engaged in thwarting the war effort; 

rae-iarduousness and importance of the work of Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation was readily recognized^by the military and naval 
leaders,. The. Chief of the' Bureau of Hayigation, for* the Secretary of the Navy, 
requested Special Agent employees of the Federal Bureau of Investigation to submit 
their resignations 'from reserve commissions held by them in the naval services 
because it had been determined that those Special Agents could better serve their 
country in their present assignments than if they 5?7ere to be called into active 
naval service. The Secretary of War, in, 1942, addressed personal communications 
to 168 Special, Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation who at that time 
held reserve commissions in the. Army. The Secretary of War at- that time advised 
tbe Special Agent's that their employment in the FBI is of such vital importance 
to the national defense as to necessitate their remaining at their posts of duty 
despite the- fact that they held reserve commissions in the United States' Army, 
and' the request was aade that these Agents, through the proper channels j submit 
their resignations from their commissions. 

General Lewis B. Hershey of the Selective Service System pointed out 
in/his Directive to ail Local Boards of December 29, 1941, that Special Agent 
positions of the FBI were most important and essential to the national health, 
safety, and'lhterests, and that the national defense functions of the FBI should 
not be impaired by the removal- of trained personnel 'from critical positions in 
the Bureau. - 

The ppsition of Special Agent- has always been considered the most crit- 
ical 9f all positions in the FBI, since, .with the tremendous bulk of work placed 
upon us due to the war emergency, it is essential that a trained qualified staff 
be available f,or lihe handling of this work. If the Federal Bureau of investigation 
cannot, continue to retain its personnel in this critical position, aid and comfort 
would most certainly be given to the enemy and others whose interests are inimical 
to the best interests of the country, today. Up to the present time the full com- 
plement of Special Agent personnel has not been secured and every effort is being 
made to secure the necessary additional Special Agent personnel.

Two cases were carried as assigned to the Cleveland Police Department v?hen 
actuflly they should have been carried as unassigned, sinc'e the Cleveland Police 
Department hud not been requested to conduet an investigation but merely to 
post a wanted notice in their files. A fugitive Cf.se in which a single lead, 
necessitating not more than a half hour^s \7ork, had been assigned to the Cleveland 
Police Department for a period of jnore than six months. 

The Akron, Ohio Police Department has 102 Ct-ises assigned to it, mnny of 
which have been assigned for a period of more than a year, v/ithout any action 
wh tsoever being taken by the Akron Police Department. Despite this fact, the 
Supervisors of the Cleveland office are apparently just automaticS-atly continuing 
to assign cases to the Akron golice Department although the volume' of work from 
that >Department has been reduced almost to a trickle. Some of these cases are 
the' result of complaints made to the Cleveland office cncerniiig national defense 
matters as early as April, 1941. The Akron Police Department is handling some cases 
but obviously not enough. Sac Boardman w s instructed by memorandum to assign a squad 
of five or six Agents to Akr ^n to clean up these leads and then to take similar 
action in the other to\7ns dLn his district where leads have been outstanding and 
no action taken upon them by police departments for a period of six months or more.

'Upon- the basis of the review of 70 cases and zhe derelications 
found therein, it must be presumed that similar errors exist through the 
balance of the paiice cases and consequently the administrative report of the 
Cleveland office must be inaccurate, since cases are carried as pending, which 
are and have been closed for several months, and other cases are carried as 
police cases when in fact they should be carried as Agents' cases, ^is matter 
was taken up in detail mth Mr. Maynor and he was instructed to b ring my 
observations and instructions to Mr. ^oardman's attention immediately upon his 
return. Copies of my memorandum of September 1st were of course furnished to 
Mr. Maynor for Mr. Boardman's attention. 

Without making a day to day check of the record, I ^m convinced that the 
Agents of the Cleveland office are^spending entirely too much ti me, in" th e .office, 
^n the two days that I was in^^Seveland r made counts from time to time of the 
men in the office and the average was from twenty-eight to thirty (the Cleveland 
office has about 130 Agents). According to Mr. Gurnea's report, the Agents of 
the Cleveland office average two hours and fifty-seven minutes a day in the office, 
i told Mr Maynor, (and instructed him to tell Mr. Boardman) that, this, was entire- 
ly too high a figure and must be reduced. 

A spot check o the desks and file cabinets did not disclose any condition 
requiring correction. Itold Mr. Maynor, however, that the office appametly 
needed a good overall dusting and scrubing and told him to have Mr. Boardman 
arrange to have this done. Like all industrial cities, the atmosphere in 
Cleveland is heavily dust laden and the matter of keeping an office clean is a 
constant daily problem. 

Ihe space of the Cleveland office is entirely adqquate and the office 
contains a vfide, inside corridor which can be utilized v/hen it becomes necessaiy 
Tor 'file cabinets, etc., to take care of several years' expansion of files. 

An examination of the vault, supply rooms, bulky exhibits, etc. indicated 
that they were all properly maintained. 

I told Mr. Maynor tftat I thought the Jbempo-o£-the_office-was.3.jKeix«. 
mc iderate one ^and told him to tell Mr. Boardman that I thought he should try to 
spe^.duip_the,.lgenexal»tempo of the office since it seemed to me^ thatnEKe-cTe-rfes, 
stenographers and o her employees were very casual in the way they appeared to be 
wandering around the office a considerable part of the time.

Addendum: 

During the ourse of an examination of the office I observed in a clothes-closet 
type of room containing a washbowl five or six cigarette butts considerably 
smeared with lipstick. I instructed Mr. Maynor to advise Boardman that he should 
take very decisive steps to make certain that female stenographers and clerks 
were not smoking at their desks. Later the same day a telegram arrived from the 
Bureau suspending a female clerical employee of t e Cleveland office for throwing-" 
a lighted match into a wastepaper basket. I told Maynor that I thought there was 
probably some laxity in the enforcem^ent of the no-smaking rule for women 
employees in the office proper and that this matter should recieve veiy carefur 
attention;

This position has heen designated as a key position "by the Review 
Committee of the War Manpower Commission. 

The Federal Bureau of Investigation has been designated as the sole 
civilian government investigative agency having jurisdiction over the investiga- 
tion of matters pertaining to national defense such as espionage,, sabotage, 
registration of agents of foreign principals, sedition, treason, and the like, 
and further, the Federal 'Bureau of Investigation has sole investigative jurisdic- 
tion in a great number of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, 
kidnaping, extortion, white slave traffic, National Motor Vehicle Theft Act, and 
numerous others. The investigative work in connection with the above violations 
is performed by the Special Agent personnel of this Bureau, who are recruited from 
applicants between the ages of twenty-five and forty. They must be graduates of 
a law school or an accounting school with the necessary accounting experience, or 
graduates o.f a university with extensive investigative experience, or with linguis- 
tic qualifications, or have basic educational training and possess satisfactory 
prior law enforcement experience which will enable them to satisfactorily perform 
the duties imposed upon them. For certain. of the scientific investigative work, 
Special Agents are secured who primarily are qualified in the sciences, such ae 
ballistics, chemical analysis, .spectography, cryptography, mineralogy, metallog- 
raphy, toxicology, and other like sciences. Applicants for appointment to the 
position of Special Agent must meet the physical standards and requirements for 
this position, which are exceedingly high. They must have vision of no less than 
20/40 in one eye, 20/50 uncorrected, both eye^ to be corrected to 20/20. They 
must have no color deficiency whatever. 

Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation undergo a rigorous 
training program. All newly appointed Special Agents in the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation attend training classes for a period of sixteen weeks; the hours of 
training are from 9:00 a.m. to 9:00 p.m. daily, which course of study is equivalent 
to two full years of college study. During this period of training, thfey are 
thoroughly instructed in the basic rules and regulations and jurisdictions of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, They must satisfactorily pass numerous written 
examinations during their period of training. If a trainee- fails to pass any of 
these examinations,, he is dropped from, the school. ^ - 

The duties of a Special -Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation are 
most arduous. They must be available at a moment's notice to go to any part of 
the United States or to any assignment outside the United States. The hours of 
duty for these employees are such that they must be in excellent physical health. 
The average work week for a Special Agent of the Federal Bureau of Investigation 
^is no less than seventy hours. The work of a Special Agent, regardless of his 
particular qualification, is such that he cannot lead a sedentary or well regulated 
life. Due to the small number of Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of 'Investi- 
gation presently handling the work under the jurisdiction of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation within and without the continental United States, it is necessary 
that the entire staff be highly mobile. 

Special Agents are required to be able to conduct investigations in 
more than 100 types of cases, including espionage, sabotage, subversive activities, 
frauds against the government, kidnaping, extortion, bank robbery, White Slave 
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Traffic Act, etc. They are trained in .and required to maintain constant skill in 
the use of highly technical equipment^ ieoliniosi,! processes, such as those neces- 
sary for the development of latent fingerprints, concealed or obliterated numbers 
upon firearms, to understand the use of code messages, to conduct physical surveil- 
lances of subjects of espionage and similar cases, sometimes for periods of many 
months, and when, necessary, to assume -a necessary character to enable* them to fit 
in an undercover capacity into the activities and operations of groups such as 
foreign agents, who are engaged in thwarting the war effort. 

The arduousness ,and importance , of the work of Special Agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation was readily recognized by the military and naval 
leaders. The Chief of the Bureau of Navigation, for the Secretary of the Navy, 
requested Special Agent employees of the Federal Bureau of Investigation to submit 
their resignations from reserve commissions held by them in the naval services 
because it had been determined that those Special Agents could better serve their 
country in their present assignments than if they were to be called into active 
naval service. The Secretary of War, in 1942, addressed personal communications 
to 168 Special Agents of the Federal Bureau of Investigation who at that time 
held reserve commissions in the Army. :The Secretary of Y/ar at that time^ advised 
the Special Agents that, their employment in .the FBI is of such vital importance 
to the national d^eij^ens^%, as to necessitate their remaining at.^h.eij^ posts of duty 
despite the fact that tliey held reserve :commissions in the .United States Army, 
' and the request was made that these .AgeritS:,^ through the proper channels', submit 
their resignations from their commissions;.: 

General Bewis B.. Hershey ,6f '-the -Selective Service- System- pointed out 
in his Directive -to all/Locai Boards>^of /Dec^em^^ 1941, that .'Special Agent 
positions of the-FBt were most important: and essential to the national health, 
safety, and interests, and- that/the national defense functions of • the :FBr should^ 
not be impaiired by the removal of traijfied personnel from critical positions in 
the Bureau. '* ^- -^ ' .

SAC Boardman is to report to the Seat of Government for a tv/o 
day conference on October A, 1944-* There is attached hereto a permanent brief 
of his file* 

Mr. Boardman entered on duty on 7/30/34'> served as an Agent 
■Khroughout the country and as a supervisor in the Technical Laboratory at the 
Seat of GQVornraentj and as Special Agent in Charge at Milv^aukee, Cleveland, and 
since 3/3/^ as Special Agent in Charge at Seattle. 

Mr. Boardman 's record as an Agent v^as above average and his 
services as a police instructor v/ere particularly outstanding. His file 
reflects numerous letters of commendation as a result of his appearances 
before police schools. 

Vfliile SAC at Milwaukee from 12/8/39 until 6/I/4I, Mr. 5oardman 
administered the affairs of that office satisfactorily. He v/as criticized on 
one occasion for not inviting Joseph Kiuchesky of the Mil-tvaukee Police Depart- 
ment to participate in firearms. 

In February, 19^2, -while at Cleveland, the Bureau criticized Mr. 
Boardman for the manner in vMch he handled an inquiry from a ne^/spaper sub- 
seouent to the shooting of a bank robber, Ivan Graham Phillips, and in August, 
1942, he v;as placed on probation for the lax manner in Tvhich his office handled 
complaints involving tlireats on the life of President PuDosevelt, v/hich should 
have been referred to the Secret Service. In December, 1942, the Bureau received 
an anonymous communication from a stenographer in the Cleveland Office complaining 
about the manner in which Mr. Boardman supervised personnel aid stating that 
he T?7as sarcastic, stern, brusque and unfriend],y>^J^. Guerin investigated

Special Ageat J. Luther 
Glass, on v/hom he submitted a Fair rating, took issue, Tith this report so that 
the Bureau sent Mr» Hendon to Seattle in September, 1944, to investigate this 
matter. }fr. Hendon ascertained that SAC Boardman failed to advise the i^ureau 
in detail of this Agent's deficiencies prior to the time the special report 
v?as requested and it was also ascertained that he failed to bring this Agent's 
unsatisfactory rork to his attention. The tickler copy of the communication 
vrhich has been prepared to Mr. Boardman in this matter is attached hereto.

efficiency reports on ireak agents subnitted a special efficiency report on Agent Glass 
dated ^vly 29, 1944, in irhich he rated Mm iKfiERand pointed oiit 'MB deficiencies, 
primarily indicating that this Agent completely lacked ahilily to organise and 
properly follorr to a logical conclusion his investigajtiVe assignments. The Bureau ty 
letter of August 1?, 1944, requested additional details froa SAC Boardnan and instructed 
hin to permit Agent Glass to thoroughly review the additioiial explanation being sub- 
nittqd and jnake any corisaents he Mght desire. SAC Boardnian did this and advised the 
Bureau that' Agent Gl&ss trrote as follows on the SAC*s letter or explanation: "I have 
read this letter irhiqh appears to be an ^ttenpt to justify an unjustifiable and uh*^ 
TTarranted special efficiency report - xiove to folloTf"* The entire natter iras then 
reviewed by the Bureau and it ^as recoitoended Agent Glass be transferred to Kansas City 
and placed on probation for 60 days. Before this action was taken the Bureau receiired 
a personal letter to the Director froa Agent Glass dated Septoiaber 9, i94it^ in iwhich he 
takes issue with, sone of the: deficiencies pointed out by his SAC aiid asiohg other ihittgs 
stated "He considers this an underhanded,^ unprarranteid, unjustifikble, and unprovoked 
attack on ne mid irty record In this Bureau" and further pointed but his references as^ an 
applicant included Federal Judge Alfired jD. Earksdale of Virglniaj,^ U#^ S. Senator Carter 
Glass and Congressman Clifton A.^, Fopdrusi and stated that he feels that he has not let 
these gentlezaent down in the nanner in which he perfomed his *work» t)^ 

!&• R« H. Hoiidon personally nade a coiaplcte and exhaustiys inquiry into this 
Agent •s case at Qestfctle and on the Ixx^is of hia conclusions xecomended that A ^ent Glass* 
resignation be requested, and that SAC Boardsian ^ censured^ - Supervisor F I .b.o placed 
on probation, and SAC Fletcher be censored, all sfor their failure, to ^^e cert^n. action 
with respect to this Agent's deficiencies. 

T tou n ^^ addition,, it might be noted that on August 22^ 1944, Congressnian roodrtca 
S' tsd'^EohicaQly contacted Assistant Director Hichols and advised that Agent Glass had 
SlT^r^tiSIE to hln regarding this natter, expressing the fcQling that SAC Boardnan has a 
£: f ^songd . feeling against Glass and had recently seiit in a bad report on hiii. llr. Kichols 
S; ^^Eafate d Glass' cafee to Congressman TfToodrriia and upon inquiry advised his office that 
g-^ Safr-fil as^ would not be disaissed if ho denonstrated his fitness to assume the duties 
)fr* ^Special Agent and the Congresscan's Office stated they would posraunicate with Glass 
wc'saxd^ssHhiia that it was up, to him to demons trato to the SAC that, ho was wrong in the

and subaltttng reports^ confusion in the Agent's laind as to the status of Ms casesy 
npn compliance Tdth nuaorous routing islips and tienorancta, and in general a ona tracjfe' 
nind» 

Agent Glass initi^ed this report but transmitted a nemQ3:andun to. the Director 
dated July 29, 1944 in irfiich he stated that her felt he had been orrdrioaded -with cases 
whilo resident agent in Spokane, TTashingtpn, that he had been concerned about the fact 
that 6 brothers aire in the aroed forces and in addition his pother is dead, and farther 
that he had iiforked on numerous surveillances and spent a trcek on the night sjhift in 
Seattle ♦ 

SAC Boardaah submijited a reply letter of July 31, 1944, to refute this nesiorahdun 
pointing, out that Agent (Eass ^ case load iTas not burdensosio and was avoragef for that 
Held IJivision and that wprking on the ni^t shift and on surveillances did not baye aiy 
relevancy to the deficiencies pf this Agenti^ 

The Bureau requested SAG Boardsaan to, sutcdt ad^tional information including 
advice as to the ntiaber of^ cases assigned to Agent Glass, as to why Agent ^ss* defi- 
ciencies had not hea^etbfore been reported to ^bhe Bureau by special report inasmuch as 
Agent Glass, had been returned from the resident agenoy to Seattle as "^ result of SAC 
Bdar<fcan»s request of April ;27, 1944, indicating that hi^ work needed closer super^sion> 
also ixjfqmation as to what adsdnistrative steps had been taken at the Seattle Office 
concerning those deHnqjiencIes dnd ^ether "fchoy had ever l:>Qon called to Agent Glass' 
attention prior to the spocial report* The SAC was instructed to discuss these dorelic-*.

previous months because of delay in ixandling his work* He conducted a total of 196 
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Intei^rieTrs or contacts during ^he entire 10 laonths period as ascertained ty checking the 
reports sufcaitted which is but 19 interviews per Bonth. In addition a spot checic of; 
Ms daily xeports^ indicated he did soae. work on cases not assigned to hia, but the vast 
majority was on cases assigned to hia and fuirbher he worked on a major bank robbery case 
for a period of two nonths subsequ9nt to 1/20/4A. In 51 cases he performed absolutely 
no work, in U9 others he conducted no investigation but tieTOly suteitted short reports 
after a file reyiew> check of the docket, etc., thus leaving 53 cases in the lO nonths 
period where no investigative work was done and isost of these cases required only one 
or two cursory interviews*. 

3* Agent Glass was guilty of great delay in suboiiting his reports. 

Mr* Eendon ascertained and the Agent's file also bears out the fact that he 
was returned to Seattle arid reaoved froa the Resident Agency because of excessive delay 
in sutoitting reports. Ilowever, after returning to Seattle he delayed excessively in 
cleaning up the work which had regained assigned to- him. He returned to Seattle on 
6/8/44, and as of 6/l/44> he had only 3? cases assigned, 34y^|^i^ff he^XK carried over 
fron previous nonths and only 5 had been assigned in K)ay.*^ ./v or these required only 
a sijnple. file review^ 11 reflected a delay as far back as October 1943, on his part 
and cierely required sutxaitting *?hat he had finally done, and o'tl>ors reqiiired only that 
they be reassigned because he had neyer done anything and there was nothing to be done 
on thein by him. Kr. Eei^don cstinated that a good Agent could have cleaned up thisr work 
in one or two days and Agent Oass should have been at)le to clean it all :np in June 
whereas at the time oi Mr* Hendon's pheck he had merely submitted 16 reports, and U 
me2iora3:;Lda totaUihg 40 pages in those nonths since his return to Seattle.
